Uncanny Parallel 

In all history,, there has never been anything like trie astounding parallelism 
between the assassinations of Presidents Abraham Lincoln and John i? c .Kennedy, almost 
exactly a century apart,, It is far more comprehensive, detailed, repetitive and revea- 
ling than most people suspect. Certainly this writer was not fully aware of it, for 
while the Kennedy murder has been one of my primary concerns for the past eight years, 
my knowledge of the exact circumstances surrounding the deaths of Lincoln and of his 
slayer has been slight and, as it tuni3 out, defective. 

Ironically, it ia thanks to the literary labors of the very same Dr, John K, 
Lattimer whose clumsy attempt to assist in the official covsrup of tne Kennedy assassi- 
nation was duly lambasted in the last two issues of TL that the uncanny parallelism in 
tlie inspiration as well as the execution of the two crimes has come to light. 

Bathing in his new-found glory as the "first independent physician" to be allowed 
a peep a.t the sequestered Kennedy autopsy materials. Dr, Lattimer has been circulating 
reprints of several articles he had previously published in various medical journals. 

One set of these reprints fell into the hands of a devoted TL reader who forwarded 
them to me for comments, while the several piecss written by Lattimer about "Factors 
in the Death of President Kennedy" and "The Kennedy-Connally dingle Bullet Theory" 
reveal nothing but nis ignorance of the true nature of that case, plus tne fact - wnicn 
had been assiduously suppressed or distorted by tn® newsfakers - that he has always been 
an apologist for the w’arren Commission, there is one study that deserves close attention. 
It is called "Similarities in Fatal 'tfeundings of John yiikes Booth and Lee Hazvoy Oswald" 
and was published in the "New fork State Journal of Medicine” cf July 1, 196b„ 

In this article. Dr, j .at timer points to a number cf circumstantial analogies 
in the slayings of Booth and Oswald that are truly amazing - so much so that it is quite 
impossible to consider the parallelism purely accidental (wnich Lattimer does, though). 

The impression prevails that the organizers of the Kennedy assassination, having studied 
closely the manner in which Booth was silenced, before he could talk, copied the pattern 
almost slavishly, except for slight alterations imposed by "modern times," 

Booth, like Oswald, was a defenseless prisoner when ha was gunned to death, 
cn April 26, - twelve days after the Lincoln assassination - .1865, by nis captors, han- 
dicapped by a broken leg and unable so see, for the police had set the barn where he 
was hiding on fire, Booth was deliberately shot, in cold blood and ostensibly against 
formal orders, by a cavalryman named Boston Corbett. Booth was felled by a aln-jle, 
well-placed shot from an army revolver and died two hours later - exactly like Oswald,

mer: Like Corbett, Huey employed a somewhat sophisticated technic, adapted to the type

of his action: Subsequent to his admission of the shooting, Boston Corbett was placed 

under arrest because the orders of his detail tad ostensibly been to capture Booth 
aiive, fie was very shortly released, however, aad indeed was somewhat lionized, and was 
finally given some 0 2,500 of the reward money which had been offered for Booth's cap- 
ture, dead or alive. He was later made doorkeeper and sergeant-at-arms of the Kansas 
Sta e Legislature,,," Corbett, then, profited handsomely from his "violation" of orders, 
whicn proves of course that he load been secretly instructed to snoot Booth and to do it

"With the test weapon at an angle of 1!) degrees upward and 30 degrees forward

It is an established fact, then, that tbs fatal bullet was fired into Kennedy's 
head at almost contact distance - one inch away, at. the most two, tow let us turn to 
the question of how close Sirhan was able to got to Senator Kennedy, The Grand Jury 
transcript again provides the answer. 

On his way through the pantry, where sirhan lay in wait, Kennedy was escorted, 
or rather led, by two employees of tine Ambassador hotel, to wit Karl Uocker, assistant 
maitre d* in the Banquet Department, and Edward Sinasian, banquet captain,, Uocker testi- 
fied before the Grand Jury (Transcript, pp. 137-152) that r.s was holding Senator Kenne- 
dy's right hand by his left, as they made their way through the pantry from tne stage 
of the Embassy room to the Colonial Boom, 



"I was loading him through,’ he added, "I. went first, and he was right behind 
me®" Ho described the shooting in these terms-: "At the time, something rushed on ray 
right side, J. - at that time I didn’t recognise what it was, and I saw corns paper flying, 
I don’t even remember what it was, paper or white pieces of things® Then I l;sard the 
first shot and the second shot right after that, and Mr, Kennedy fell out of my hand, 

I lost his hand, I looked for him and I saw him falling down® And I turned around again, 
and I saw the man right standing next to me. The arm, was holding the gun in, push the 
arm down on towards the steam heater, and ay right, arm I took around his neck as tight 
as I could, and pressing Mil against the steam heater,,," (sic) 



Uecker further testified that ha had grabbed Sirhan after the second shot 
and by pushing the subdued guams-d, who 'kept firing wildly, across the steam table, 
while hitting his hand on it as hard as he could, he tried to gat the point ci the gun 
as far away as possible from the spot where Kennedy was lying® Asked by Deputy District 
Attorney Korio L. Fhkuto, "How far was the suspect from Senator Kennedy and yourself 
at the tire that the first shot took placet'" Uecker replied: °ttow far? As far as my 
left hand can reach -because I remember I was trying to pull him (Kennedy), and the man 
who shot, I could feel him coning around is© and falling over the staaa table and start
